Revision of U . S . Government Manual 


1 . The General Services Administration publishes each year the 
United States Government Manual , which lists all the departments, agencies 
and other components of all three branches of the Government and includes a 
brief description of the functions of each. The Director of the Federal 
Register, the GSA official responsible for the preparation of the Manual, has 
forwarded to CIA (and to other components) his annual, routine request that 
we update the Manual coverage of CIA (TAB A) . The pages at TAB B are a 
proposed submission for that purpose and your approval and signature are 
recommended . 


2. The proposed material is in the terse, brief style used by the 
Manual and differs from the material in the current and preceding 
editions only by substituting your name as the new Director and by 
including the important provisions of Executive Order 11905 which define 
and prescribe CIA activities, in addition to similar provisions from the 
National Security Act. 


3. If you will sign the proposed Manual insertion and return to me, 
I will forward it on to the Director of the Federal Register promptly. His 
office advises that his printing deadline requires receipt of our material 
by Monday, 15 March.

The Central Intelligence Agency was established under the National Security 

Council by the National Security Act of 1947 (61 Stat, 497; 50U.S.C. 403 ). 

It now functions under that statute. E.O. 11905 (41 Fed. Reg. 7703) and other 
laws, regulations and directives. The Director and Deputy Director are 
appointed by the President by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
The Agency, under the National Security Council, President's Foreign Intelli- 
gence Advisory Board, Committee on Foreign Intelligence, Operations Advisory 
Group, and the Intelligence Oversight Board: 

Advises the National Security Council in matters concerning such 

intelligence activities of the Government departments and agencies as relate 
to national security; 

Makes recommendations to the National Security Council for the co- 
ordination of such intelligence activities of the departments and agencies 
of the Government as relate to the national security; 

Correlates and evaluates intelligence relating to the national security, 
and provides for the appropriate dissemination of such intelligence within 
the Government using, where appropriate, existing agencies and facilities; 
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Produces and disseminates foreign intelligence relating to the national 
security, including foreign political, economic, scientific, technical, military, 
sociological, and geographic intelligence, to meet the needs of the President, 
the National Security Council, and other elements of the United States Govern- 
ment. 

Develops and conducts programs to collect political, economic, scienti- 
fic, technical, military, geographic, and sociological information, not other- 


wise obtainable, relating to foreign intelligence, in accordance with directives 
of the National Security Council. 

Collects and produces intelligence on foreign aspects of international 
terrorist activities and traffic in narcotics. 

Conducts foreign counterintelligence activities outside the United States 
and when in the United States in coordination with the FBI subject to approval 
of the Attorney General. 

Conducts, for the Intelligence Community, services of common concern 
as directed by the National Security Council, such as monitoring of foreign 
public radio and television broadcasts and foreign press services , collection 
of foreign intelligence information from cooperating sources in the United States , 
acquisition and translation of foreign publications and photographic interpreta- 
tion . 

Carries out or contracts for research, development and procurement of 
technical systems and devices relating to its functions. 
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Protects the security of its installations, activities, information and 
personnel. In order to maintain this security , the CIA conducts such investi- 
gations of applicants, employees, and other persons with similar associations 
with the CIA as are necessary. 

Carries out such other special activities in support of national foreign 
policy objectives as may be directed by the President or the National Security 
Council and which are within the limits of applicable law. 

The Agency has no police, subpoena, or law enforcement powers or 
internal security functions .
